The claims 1 are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth, including: 

A sheet processing apparatus wherein the loading position control means 
controlling a time at which the first and the second lateral aligning means move to their 
retreat positions and further wherein the first and second lateral aligning means together 
to displace the sheet bundle along the sheet conveying direction of each successive 
position of the bundle in combination with the rest of the claim language is not taught or 
fairly suggested by the prior art. 

The claims 14 are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of 
the references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set 
forth, including: 

A sheet processing apparatus wherein the loading position control means 
controlling the speed of the sheet bundle conveying means wherein the speed of the 
sheet bundle conveying means controls the displacement along the sheet conveying 
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direction of each successive position of the bundle in combination with the rest of the 
claim language is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art.
